At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
the  Question  of  what  should  be  done  with  the  annual  amounts  of  lapsed 
scholarships  was  sent  to  a  snail  conn  it  tee  for  consideration*  On  looking 
into  the  natter  I  find  that  several  of  the  scholarships  or  fellowships  are 
so  snail  that  they  are  not  vary  effective:,  and  I  have  been  wondering  whether 
it  is  possible  to  conbine  one  or  two  and  give  a  good  fellowship  to  an 
individual  or  whether  the  Governors  could  be  induced  to  increase  the  annual 
amount  of  some  and  nake  a  satisfactory  fellowship.  Ationg  others  there  are 
the  Mackenzie  Fellowships;  1  think  their  annual  value  is  about  lb  75.  It 
occurred  to  ne  yesterday  that  if  the  Governors  could  be  induced  to  nake 
these  .1500  each,  and  assign  then  definitely  tor  postgraduate  work, either 
here  or  in  gone  otner  University;, we  night  find  then  useful  in  either  a 
department  of  graduate  work  or  in  training  nen  of  our  own  in  sone  otner 
place.  T  an  writing,  T  nost  confess,  somewhat  in  the  dark:,  and  I  shall 
be  glad  to  have  your  opinion  in  the  natter  it  you  will  arop  in  sone  tine 
before  long.
